Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  28th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
)rough  for  the  year  1953 • 

This  report  is  a comprehensive  revieiv  of  the  relevant  facts 
jquired  as  laid  domni  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  exhibits  an 
reran  picture  of  a pleasant,  healthy  and  progressive  Borough,  which 
n claim  a high  standard  of  health  and  Public  Health  amenities. 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  no  particular  comment  and  compare 
;ry  favourably  with  the  National  figures.  Apart  from  a small  and 
[.Id  outbreak  of  V/hooping  Cough,  the  Borough  has  been  singularly  free 
minor  infections.  The  year,  hov/ever,  was  clouded  by  the  unwelcome 
jpearance  of  a series  of  Poliomyelitis  cases  last  September.  This 
jLUsed  considerable  alarm  throughout  the  community  and  the  Council 
p extensive  and  stringent  steps  were  taken  to  combat  the  disease 
Id  the  concern  v/hich  it  had  caused  in  the  town.  Cpnsiderable  pub- 
|city  was  given  to  the  outbreak. 

Housing  problems  which  have  been  a very  considerable  worry  to 
|e  Department  have  been  less  and  easier  to  deal  with. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  relation  to  Food  Hygiene  and  a series 
lectures  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  benefit  of 

II  food  traders.  The  popularity  and  value  of  these  proved  itself 
the  numbers  attending  and  it  is  hoped  that  a very  great  benefit 

III  ensue. 

The  Department  throughout  the  year  remained  as  in  the  former 
ree  years,  understaffed.  It  has  not  been  possible,  therefore, 
ring  1953  to  regain  the  lost  ground  in  the  matter  of  inspections 
d other  routine  works.  The  vacancy  for  an  additional  sanitary 
spector/  however,  7/ill  be  remedied  in  1954  as  approval  for  an 
pointment  has  been  granted. 


In  spite  of  the  shortness  of  staff  I would  like  to  commend  the 
nitary  Inspectors  for  the  work  they  have  performed  through  the  year, 
ey  have  maintained  a good  average  for  inspections  and  have  done  a 
nsiderable  amount  of  valuable  investigations,  particularly  in  re- 
tion  to  food  hygiene,  ice  cream,  drainage  repairs  and  rodent  control. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Town  Clerk's  Department, 

1 those  associated  with  the  Borough  Surveyor's  and  Borough  Treasurer's 
partments  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  assistance.  This  has  been 
valuable  and  a great  help  to  the  progressive  7/ork  of  the  department. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  gratitude 
the  late  Tov/n  Clerk,  Mr.  D.  a.  Daniels,  O.B.E.  in  appreciation  of 

2 man^  years  in  which  we  have  been  associated  as  servants  of  the 
rough.  He  was  always  most  careful  and  helpful  in  guiding  the  policy 

be  fcllov/ed  and  his  learned  advice  enabled  the  Department  to  solve 
difficult  legal  problems  associated  with  Public  Health  matters. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  ry  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
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members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee^  who  have  alivays  been  most 
considerate  and  ready  to  give  their  reasoned  judgement.

♦j uated  on  the  channel  coast  and  renowned  for  its  health  giving 
51  per ties.  It  has  a wealth  of  history  and  strongly  attracts  the 
Kiday -maker,  providing  as  it  does  a fine  sea-front  and  a very 
kv  share  of  good  climate. 


It  still  retains  its  quiet  residential  atmosphere  and  is  a 
Ic  ular  place  for  the  retired.  The  nearby  colliery,  which  has  been 
isablished  nearing  bO  years,  has  done  much  to  activate  the  town, 
t ch  is  considered  an  admirable  shopping  place  and  thus  combines 
.t  quiet  atmosphere  with  the  business  associated  with  industry. 

1^ sral  small  industries  have  become  well  established  within  the 
fc  ough  in  the  last  fev/  years  and  with  these  influxes  considerable 
tension  in  housing  estates  has  developed.  These  new  properties 
Jc  pensate  much  for  the  presence  throughout  the  Borough  of  aged 
railings  so  closely  connected  with  the  historic  associations  of 
t tovsa. 

Many  of  the  scars  of  War  to  which  this  Borough  was  so  cruelly 
jected,  have  disappeared  and  the  future  developments  promised 
11  add  much  attraction  to  this  already  favourite  resort. 

Popular  among  its  amenities  is  the  evenness  of  the  ground 
-r  the  surrounding  attractive  wooded  areas.  The  beach  extending

In  1953  the  constitution  of  the  staff  remained,  unchanged  - i.e- 
: part  from  myself,  one  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  one  Additional 
initary  Inspector,  one  Shorthand/Typist,  one  Rodent  Operator  and 
le  Outworker. 

The  Council  had  not  seen  their  v;ay  to  increase  the  complement 
lich  was  well  below  the  authorised  number.  At  the  close  of  the  year 

1*'ie  Public  Health  Committee  were  again  ma.king  an  appeal  for  the 
igagement  of  another  Additional  Sanitaiy  Inspector,  in  that  much 
r the  routine  and  general  work  by  reason  of  lack  of  staff  has  been 
illing  into  arrears.  I should  like  to  commend  all  the  members  of  the 
ablic  Health  staff  on  their  work  during  1953*  They  have  performed 
t competently  and  dealt  expeditiously  with  the  many  urgent  problems 
lich  have  arisen.  There  has  been  a marked  increase  for  the  reason 
r the  urgency  of  the  complaints  and  I feel  that  much  of  this  is  due 
) the  fact  that  such  complaints  could  be  forestalled  and  defects 
)und  before  they  arise  but  for  the  necessary  abandonment  of  routine 
srvices . 

It  is  seriously  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  the  Council  would 
?e  their  way  to  remedy  this  deficiency  i.n  the  staff. 


iORATORY  FACILITIES 


As  formerly  the  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  under  the  di- 
jction  of  Dr.  A.  Elliott,  M.D.,  D.P.H.  Kent  County  Medical  Officer, 
IS  provided  all  laboratory  work  we  have  required. 

The  service  here  has  been  excellent,  handling  as  they  do  all

:curately  and  I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  and  praise 
ir  the  County  Laboratory. 


^AL  MIBULANCE  FACILITIES

e Ambulance  Station  situated  at  Mill  Hill,  Deal,  and  directed 
s|ider  the  national  Health  Scheme,  has  alv/ays  performed  its  duties 
fist  promptly.

All  the  nurses  are  on  the  telephone  and 
I have  not  received  one  complaint  but  many  words  of  praise  for  the 
r rk  of  these  v/omen.

A similar  number  of  nidwives  allocated  to  specified  areas  in 
e town  perform  the  majority  of  heme  confinements  and  here  again 
' eir  vvcrk  is  of  a very  high  standard.  In  former  years  these  nurses 
0 alt  with  most  of  the  confinements  in  the  town  but  v/ith  the  instl- 
i tion  cf  the  Buckland  Maternity  Hospital  at  Dover,  admission  to  which 
: eagerly  sought  by  expectant  mothers,  has  in  some  measure  relieved 
^ 6 situatio'n.

There  may  be  a slight  tendency  nov^r  as  the  Hospital  prefers  to 
accept  only  first  or  complicated  cases  for  more  home  confinements  to  ; 
take  place. 

The  liaison  between  these  nurses^  the  Hospital,  Ambulance  Service 
and  the  Doctors,  is  first  class,  so  that  the  community  is  well  served 
by  these  arrangements. 


CLINIC  AND  THEATItfENT  CENTRES 

Here  again  these  are  directed  by  large  authorities  - i.e.  the 
Kent  County  Council,  The  Victoria  Hospital,  and  the  Kent  Education 
Authority.  The  Kent  County  Council  direct  the  Mother  and  Child  Wel- 
fare, Ante  Natal,  Birth  Control,  and  Tuberculosis  Clinics.  Whilst 
the  Kent  Education  Authority  provides  a central  clinic  for  school 
children,  dealing  with  minor  ailments,  mental  troubles  and  speech 
therapy.  Other  treatment  centres  are  placed  under  the  specialists 
arranged  at  the  local  Hospital.

PERSONS 

IN  NEED  OF  CARE 

The  Borough  contains  a high  proportion  of  elderly  people  and 
many  by  reason  of  financial  stringencies  and  present  day  problems 
come  under  this  category. 

Periodically  the  question  of  the  old  requiring  help  presents  a 
difficult  problem,  particularly  so  as  some  prefer  to  retain  their  pri 
and  indepondance  and  are  not  amicable  to  the  offer  of  help  from  the 
Authority. 

Within  the  Borough  there  are  at  least  two  well  organised  and 
desirable  Homes  for  the  housing  of  the  old  folk.  These  are  situated 
at  General's  Meadow,  VAalmer,  under  the  Kent  County  Council  and  at 
St.  Albans,  The  Grove,  controlled  by  a local  committee.  The  popu-  , 
io.rity  and  help  of  these  institutions  is  undoubted. 

Neither,  hov;ever,  are  in  a position  to  cope  with  people  who  are 
requiring  nursing  attention  and  if  it  was  possible  to  increase  the 


(IrSONS  in  need  of  care  ( C on t inued ) 

1C  accommodation  for  this  section  of  the  community  it  -would  be  of 
idoubted  benefit. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  caters  for  those  cases  requiring 
irsing  attention  and  this  is  arranged  through  the  able  offices  of 
•.  Jordan  of  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  date  to  exercise  any  powers  under  the 
Ltional  Assistance  Act,  1948)  but  through  the  fine  co-operation  of  the 
;gional  Hospital  Board  all‘ cases  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily.

V'Je  have  fortunately  been  reasonably  clear  of 
" nious  infection,  with  one  exception,  that  was  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis, 
i;  ich  developed  in  the  Borough  at  the  beginning  of  October.  We  sus- 
h ined  an  outbreak  of  some  severity,  which  gave  rise  to  great  concern 
" .roughout  the  community  and  to  the  Council  . The  outbreak  received  a 
j|  eat  deal  of  publicity  and  many  wild  speculations  and  rumours  arose 
I the  minds  of  the  people. 

!i  The  outbreak  came  largely  to  centre  itself  on  one  of  the  local 
hools  and  later  involved  a few  children  who  attend  a nearby  private 
hool.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  of  school  age  but 
fected  a number  of  adults.  Details  are  given  below

The  Victoria  Hospital,  London  Load,  is  directed  under  the  South 
Eastern  Hospital  Management  Board.  It  is  graded  as  a General  Practi- 
tioner's Hospital,  but  is  also  well  staffed  v/ith  visiting  specialists! 


Here  out-patient  clinics  are  held  and  include  services  relating  nm: 
to  Orthopaedic,  Tuberculosis,  Medical,  Surgical,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throatl;h 
Ophthalmic,  X-Ray,  Physiotherapy,  etc.  The  Hospital  not  only  serves  lies 
Deal  but  many  of  the  small  towns  and  villages  surrounding.  [iet 


The  work  here  is,  of  course,  first  class  and  during  the  year  the] 
new  children's  ward  was  built  and  put  into  operation  - this  of  course] 
has  been  of  tremendous  benefit. 


Undoubtedly  the  work  of  this  institution  increases  and  come  time] 
it  will  be  necessary  to  include  and  add  further  extensions  particular] 
ly  so  in  relation  to  out-patients  and  ward  accommodation.

The  statistics  already  demonstrat) 
tc  the  Council  show  the  amazing  benefit  that  has  been  accomplished. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  on  the  basis  of  the  statistics  why  any 
parent  should  ever  object  to  immunisation.
